FORD THROWS. 
HIS SUPPORT: 
TO PRESIDENT 


Henry Ford, who needs.no intro- 
duction in any part of the world, 
threw the full strength of his prestige 
to - President . Hoover Wednesday 
night when he made a_ 15-minute 
radio talk from his private office. in 
Dearborn, over a national hook-up. 

The’ motor magnate who a few 
years ago was widely. discussed as a 
possible presidential candidate as the 
head of a “world peace” movement, 
gave a short terse resume of the 
heroic battle which President Hoover 
has fought to keep the United States 
from feeling the depths of the world 
depression as have European coun- 
tries. 

The private Ford wireless system 
which allows company officials to 
keep in touch with Ford properties 
all-over the world, was silent as the 
head of the industrial empire. gave the 
United States his reason for the re- 
election of President Hoover. = 

In recent years, Ford has not tak- 
en a prominent part in political ac- 
tivities of any kind. He has become 
exceedingly reticent, about public 
statements and_ the radio talk that 
night marks one of the few times he 
has: appeared before the microphone.

serving and sale thereof; to provide, 
for licences.in certain instanees and 
the revocation thereof; to prescribe 
penalties for the violation of this act; 
and to repeal act number twenty-two, 
public acts of:nineteen hundred one. 

The People of the State of Mich- 
igan ehact: 


Section’ 1. For the purpose ‘of this! 


act certain manufactured substances, 
certain extracts and certain mix- 
tures and compounds, including such 
mixtures and compounds with butter, 
shall be .known and designated ‘as 
“oleomargarine”, mnamely:* all sub- 
stances heretofore known as oleomar- 
garine, oleo, oleomargarine oil, but- 
terine, lardine, suine, neutral, but- 
ter substitutes and imitation butter; 
all’ mixtures and compounds of oleo- 
margarine, oleo, oleomargarine oil, 
butterine, lardine, suine and neutral; 
all Jard “extracts and tallow extracts; 


and all mixtyres and co s of 
oleomargarine, oleo, oleomargarine 
oil, butterine, lardine, suine,. neutral, 


tallow, beef fat, suet, lard, lard oil, 
fish oil or fish fat,. cocoanut oi], palm 
oil, soy bean oil, peanut oil, intestinal 
fat, offal fat, vegetable fat, and vege- 
table oil made in imitation. or sem- 
blance of butter or caleulated or in- 
tended to be sold or used as butter 
or for butter or churned, emulsified 
or mixed in cream, milk, water or 
other liquid, and containing moisture 
in excess of one pet centum or com- 


mon salt. This section shall not apply’ 


to puff pastry. shortening not churn- 
ed or emulsified in milk or cream, and 
having a melting ‘point of one hun- 
dred eighteen. degrees Fahrenheit or 
more, nor to any of the following 
containing condiments and spices:

T WAS just 70 years ago that thére 
passed from the American scene a 
’ great American statesman and one 
of the most famous orators in all 


history, For it was.on a Sunday 
morning, October 24, 1852, that 
death came for Dantel Webster-— 


the “godlike Webster” one of his 
contemporaries once called him, 
With his wife and his last remaih- 
ing son beside his bed and knowing 
: that the end was nenr, he half-rose. 
From ‘the lips whose elaquence had played upon 
the emotions of millions came the fiual words: 
“T. stil HUve!l". And thus he passed prophetic 
Judgment upon his own career, 

For this man who had aspired to the Prest- 
dency and had twice failed is remembered and 


will be remembered when lesser men who gained 


that goal are long since forgotten. He is remem- 
dered as the greatest {defender of the Constltu- 
tion of the United States for, In the words of a 
Fecent biographer, Gamalle! Bradford, “So long 
as these states hold together in a unified goy- 
ernment, so lang as the Stars and Stripes float 
«ver a great American Republic, so long should 
the citizens of that Republic, of whatsoever 
origin or creed, remember that few men did 
more to establish or maintain thelr country than 
Danie) Webster.” : 

But even if he were not remembered for what 
‘he did, he would still be remembered for what 
he was—“the Demosthenes of America,” even 
‘though more than a century has passed since 
Webster stood in the United States senate and 
‘participated in the debate which grew out of a 
resolutfon introduced by Senator Foote of Con- 
necticut which had to do with the sale of public 
Jands in the West. Comparatively unfmportant 
in itself, the subject of the resolution was made 
the. excuse for a sectional controversy between 
Webster and Senator Hayne of South Carolina 
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el Webster

erninent into a right reserved under the Constl- 


tution to overturn the government itself. 
Then it was that “the godlike Webster" ut- 
_ tered the words which have come ringing down 
the years as a masterpiece of oratory, from 
which these two passages are forever famous: 
“Mr, President, I shall enter on no encominm 
upon Massiictusetta; she needs none. There 
she stands, Behold her and judge for yourself. 
There is her history; the world Knows It by 
heart. The past, at least, is secure. There is 
Boston, and Concord, and Lexington, and Bunker 
Mill; and there they will remain forever, 
we bones of her sons, falling in the great struggle 
for independence, now lie mingled with the soil 
of every state, frommNew England to Georgia; 
and there they will lle forever. And, -sir, where 
American Uberty raised its first volce, and where 
its youth was nurtured, and sustained, there 
it still lives In the strength of its manhood and 
full of its original spirit. If discord and disunion 


shall wound it, {f party strife and blind ambt- , 


tion shalt hawk at and tear it, if folly and mad- 
ness, If uneasiness under necessary and salutary 
restraint shall succeed in separating it from that 
Union by which alone its existence is made sure,

trophies streaming in their original luster, not 
a stripe erased or polluted, nor a single star ob- 
scured, bearing for its motto no such miserable 
interrogatory as ‘What fs all this worth?’ nor 
those other words of delusion and folly, ‘Liberty 
first and Union afterwards,’. but everywhere, 
spread all over in ‘characters of living light, 
blazing on all its ample folds as they float over 
the sea and over the land, and in every wind 
under the whole heavens, that other sentiment, 
dear to every true American heart—Liberty and 
Union, now and forever, one and inseparable.” 

Webster was born on a New Hampshire farm 
January 18, 17S82—so this year fs the one hun- 
dred an@ fifth anniversary of his birth as well 
as the seventieth anniversary of his famous 
speech. Ilis parents were poor, but they were 
determined their son should have an education. 
Accordingly, Webster was entered first at Exe- 
ter and then, {n 1797, at Dartmouth. college. 
After winning his. degree he served briefly as 
schoolmaster at Fryeburg, Maine. But In 180+ 
he took the decisive step and went to Boston, 
where he entered the law oflice of Christopher 
Gore, an excellent lawyer who saw in Webster 
qualifiertions far beyond those of an ordinary 
law clerk, 

Diligent in his studies, the dark, noble-browed, 
handsome young Webster was not long in being 
admitted to the Boston bar and shortly after his 
father died he assumed the elder Webster's debts, 
removed to Boscawan, N, Uf, and then trans- 
ferred his law business to his brother, Ezekiel. 
He himself went to Portsmouth, where he came 
in contact, among others, with Jeremiah Mason, 
one of the ontstanding lawyers of the time. On 
opposing sides, Mason and Webster were to 
make legal history.. Veople came miles to hear 
them argue their cases. 

Webster attained his first fume shortly there- 
after when he expressed most clearly the views 
of & large section of the people against the War 
of 1812. It was Webster, as a delegate to a 


convention held in August of 1812 by the citizens | 


of Rockingham county to oppose the war against 
England, who wrote the famous Roekingtiiiin 
Memorial. 


Massachusetts rewarded him for thts service | 


by sending him to congress in 1818 and there, 
although he was only thirty-one years of age, 
his legal reputation was so great that Henry 
Clay, who was speaker of the house, made him 
a member of the committee on forelgn relations. 
He was re-elected but at the conclusion of his 
second term in 1817 he left congress to return to 
his law practice. 

In 1822 he was returned to congress, where 
he became a-supporter of that “tariff of abomin- 
ations” which so outraged Calhoun, and in 1827 
he was prevailed upon to accept the United 
States senatorship from Massachusetts. 

From that time on his fame increased con- 
stantly, becoming international in its scope. But 
although ambition turned his eyes toward the 
White House, he was never to realize the at- 
tainment of that goal. When the Whig party 
was organized, Webster becnme one of Its lead- 
ers; but, just as that party failed to offer the 
Presidency to its other great leader, Henry Ciny. 
so it failed to offer it to Webster, He could 


have had the Vice Presidency, but refused it: ' 


he was, however, secretary of state under both 


Harrison and Tyler,

Sees Value of Milk Tests 


The inilk test association idea hag 
never seemed to “take hold”. in Can- 
ada, Muny associations have been or- 
ganized but few of them have been 


long lived. The cost of maintaining a 
tester for each unit of 26 herds 
seemed to be the great stumbling 


block. In the United States, on the 
other hand, such associations are now 
numbered by the thousand and the 
number is still increasing. Last year 
there were 85 such associations in 
Pennsylvania and 36,694 cows were 
under test. The average production 
of mitk per cow was 8,081 pounds and 
812.8 pounds butterfat. This is the 
second year that the average milk pro. 
duction has exceeded 8,000. pounds 
ind the fifth consecutive year that the 
average “butterfat has exceeded 3800 
pounds, No dairy farmer will need 
to be told that this is an exceptional- 
ly ood showing. It {8 results such 
as this that hnve made for the im- 
provement associations a secure place 
in the estimation of United States 
farmers.—Montreal Family Herald.

Water Problem Solved 


for People of Bermuda 

After. having struggled along for 
centuries with a- water supply im- 
pounded from. the roofs of its dwel- 
lings, Bermuda is enjoying the delights 
of a real water supply piped from a 
reservoir into the homes.. There are 
no running streams in Bermuda and 
driven wells always run brackish, so 
that the natives were limited to the 
water which drained from the rooms. 
Hospitals and hotels requiring a more 
generous supply were furnished with 


| imported water at the rate of $1 per 


ton: 

Bermuda’s new source ‘of water, like’ 
all sources everywhere, depends ulti- 
mately upon the rainfall, But there is 
sufficient rain, if a large enough pro- 


| portion of it is utilized, to give every 


f 


resident all the water he could want. 
The restricted supply is due to the 
fact that the roofs of. the inhabitants 
trap only a small part of the total 
rainfall, The new supply will consist 
of rain that hag fallen on hills—inter- 
cepted on its way down. Horizontal 
wells into which the water drains have 
been built and these will prove ade- 
quate for the cities of Hamilton and 
St. George.

Threat to Sweet Corn 


As Ifthe corn ear. worm were not 
bad enough in itself, a’ néw problem 
has been faced. by. growers of sweet 
corn ‘in many ‘sections of the country. 
The new pest is known as Stewart’s 
disease, a bacterial pest which causes 
heavy loss through wilting of. the 
plants. 

The worst of. it is, once the disease 
is discovered there is nothing which 


ean be done about it but watch the | 


corn be. destroyed, for there is no- 
known remedy. - 

The bacteria causing. the disease 
get in the water vessels of the plant 
and. ‘clog them so that moisture ts 
withheld from the upper part of the 
_plant. The first symptoms are a yel- 
lowing of the leaves, which shortly aft- 
er is followed by wilting dnd. ultimate 
death of the entire plant. The dis- 
ease canbe carried from plant to 


plant by birds and insécts and the bac-t~- 


terlum may also live’over in>the ! 
ground on which the infected corn has 
been grown. The only Known -solu- 
tion of the problem is to grow types 
of-corn not subject to the disease, 


Clipping Alfalfa 

Spring-seeded alfalfa often makes 
enough growth to warrant clipping. {n 
the latter part of August. The clip- 
ping should be low enough to kill the 
weeds and remove the stubble of the 
nurse crop. . The fall growth of the 
alfalfa will cone from the crowns and 
not from the clipped stéms, so little 
damage is done, The hay crop the fol- 
lowing year. will be of higher quality 
if the weeds and debris are removed in 
the fall. Many growers, however, pre- 
fer to pasture the fall growth rather 
than clip it off. Clipping ‘should not 
| be done late in.the Season, as winter- 
| killing may follow.—Prairie Farmer, 


Wilt Resistant Sweet Corn 

Golden Bautam Cross, a new hybrid 
variety of Golden Bantam sweet corn, 
is resistant to Stewart’s disease, a 
wilt that causes nearly 100 per cent 
loss in fields where it strikes. This 
was developed at Ohio State univer- 
sity, Columbus, Ohio, and tests this 
year throughout the state show that 
it was 95 per cent resistant in fields 
where other corn . was. practically 
killed. This disease is carried on the 
seed and in the soil, and has recently 
been found. as the cause of heavy 
losses. in dent fleld corn.—Prairie 
Farmer,
